Lamber on the Free List. 

The senate today voted to put lumber on 
the free lis: of the tariff bill. This, of 
course, will not be satisfactory to the lum- 
bermen of Georgia and Alabama. They have 
petitioned for a duty, as they sell large 
quantities of lumber in the north and west 
where Canadian limber will now compete 
with the product of Georgia and Alabama. 

The sugar schec::2 was taken up in the- 
senate today, but the progress on it prom- 
ises to be very slow. The great fight against 
the bill which republicans are to make will 
be on this. They believe if they can defeat 
this schedule and put sugar on the free list, 
it will mean the defeat of the entire bill, 
as several democrats will vote against the 
bill unless sugar is protected. Senator Ald- 
rich this morning proposed to Senator Jones 
that the sugar schedule be passed over un- 
til the bribery committee had finished its in- 
vestigation. Mr. Jones refused to do so, 
saying he would agree to nothing calculat- 
ed to delay the bill.

But it was not the kind of discussion, nor 
the proper sort of bill that was wanted. 
What was wanted was a dogma similar to 
that found in the confederate constitution.

Today 
Senator Sherman delivered a long general 
tariff speech and Senator Dolph consumed 
several hours in talking about the liberties 
newspaper correspondents take in the sen- 
ate, He advocated the senate taking firm 
action in dealing with Schriver and Ed- 
wards, who had refused to give names in 
their testimony before the bribery commit- 
tee. 

‘Sherman on the Bill. 

Mr. Sherman in his speech said it was 
with much reluctance that he engaged in 
the debate; but the people of Ohio were so 


deeply interested in the bill that he would 
be derelict in his duty if he did not do all he 
could to defeat the pending bill. The pecu- 
liar feature of this contest was that the 
party in power differed widely, not only on 
constituional questions, but on matters of 
policy. This had caused the delay in final 
action on the bill. One wing of the party 
denounced the republican policy of protec- 
tion as a fraud and unconstitutional, and 
upon the basis that this policy was uncon- 
stituional the bill was sent from the house 
to the senate. On the other hand, Mr. 
Cleveland, in his letter of acceptance, ig- 
nored: this plank of the Chicago platform, 
and made a declaration in contravention to 
his platform—the one declared for a tariff 
for revenue only simply; the other that all 
tariffs that went beyond the revenue point 
were unconstitutional. The position of the 
republican party was openly declared, not 
only for a tariff for revenue, but to protect 
American industries; the one necessary 
for the support of the government, and the 
other to protect American industries and 
keep them from the competition of cheap 
European labor. Had the men on the other 
side.said they believed the duties under the 
McKinley bill too high, the republicans 
would have joined with them, for four years 
that some of them 
were too high. But the house bill was based 
on the theory that there should be no pro- 
tection and no duty beyond that absolutely 
necessary to raise revenue. If the presi- 
dent’s views of tariff for revenue, with in- 
cidental protection, should be adopted, Mr. 
Sherman thought an experienced tariff com- 
mission should be appointed, its work to be 
subject to revision by congress. He always 
thought this was the best way. 

Mr. Morgan asked if the committee on 
finance had taken any action on his propo- 
sition to appoint a tariff commission referred 
to that committee some time ago. 

Good Piace to Come From. 

Mr. Sherman said it had never been acted 
upon. The foundation of the present demo- 
cratic policy of free trade, as enunciated in 
the Chicago platform, was, Mr. Sherman 
said, to be found in the constitution of the 
confederate states, which he read. No won- 
der, said he, that Mr. Cleveland could not 
afford to adopt that policy. 

Referring to the old-time policy of the 
democratic party, Mr. Sherman said the 
Senator from Alabama (Mr. Morgan) had 
said at one time that he thought it a ques- 
tion of doubt, on the whole, whether the 
discovery of coal and iron in Alabama would 
prove a blessing to his people, as it would 
interfere with the raising of cotton and in- 
crease the price of. labor. 

Mr. Morgan denied ever having made this 
statement, but Mr. Sherman said he was 
sure he could find it. 

Continuing, Mr. Sherman said he was glad 
of the development of the south. It was a 
food sign and showed that that section of 
the country was prospering as it should do. 
The republican party and the senators from 
the west were indebted to the southern sen- 
ators for the duty that had been given on 
coal and iron.

Democrats Are Pledged. 

This sort of talk promises to go on for 
some time, the republicans hoping by it to 
delay a vote upon the sugar schedule until 
the committee has reported.

But the dem- 
ocrats are all pledged to stand by the bill, 
though the sugar trust schedule is a large 
and bitter pill for some of them to swallow.

The House May Back.

The disposi- 
tion in the house is not to accept the sugar, 
wool, coal and iron schedules at all. The 
majority of democrats declare they will 
never agree to concur in the senate sched- 
ujes. On the other hand the senate finance 
committee members are pledged to the “‘con- 
servatives” to put the whole thing through 
the conference. The have taken an iron- 
clad oath not to abandon the protection 
democrats, bui to stand by these schedules 
as now on the senate bill. They have prom- 
ised to hold to these schedules or else have 
no bill. The idea is to force the house to 
take them under threats of defeating the 
bill unless i® is done. But the house is not 
often bulldozed into anything by the sen- 
ate, though it may be this time, by vir- 
tue of the eagerness of its members to bring 
about an adjournmcnt of congress in order 
.uaat they can get home to look after their 
fences.

Augusta, Ga., May 31.—The second day's 
session of the southern interstate: immi- 
gration and industrial congress has been 
full of speech-making. A considerable 
amount of work was dispatched, too. Af- 
ter the morning session was begun the reg-

adopted: 


“We, the subcommittee on resolutions, 
after a careful consideration of the several 
eT presented, deem it highly desirable

“l. That wherever county and state organ- 
izations have not already formed 
they be at once perfected, and that the of- 
ficers of such county organizations consti- 
tute a state board of immigration. 

“2. That the officers duly authorized. by 
each state convention shall report the results 
of their efforts at least twice each year to

“3. That the southern immigration con- 
eress urge the co-operation of all rail lines, 


| State and county officers and the citizens at 
| large in the furtherance of the plan propos- 


ed. 
“4. That this southern immigration con- 


gress earnestly recommends to the congress . 


of the United States the establishment of a 
permanent exposition at the national cCap- 
ital in which the products and resources of 
the several states of the union may be fit- 
ly and properly displayed, and we urge 
upon the legislature of the various states 
an appropriation of the money necessary to 
establish and maintain this most practical 
mrethod of bringing to public attention’ the 
resources of the one common country. 
An Appropriation Recommended. 
“S. That the congress of the United States 
is earnestly urged to make such appropria- 


tions as may be needed to carry into effect 


the recommendations of this congress. - 

‘6. That this congress appoint a commit- 
tee to consist of five of its members, to de- 
vise some practical plan to lay before the 
better class of immigrants from Europe the 
manifold advantages of the south and to 
induce and direct this immigration to the 
southern states, which committee shall ree 
port to the next meeting of this congress, 

“Whereas: It is the sense of this congress

Friendly to the Railways. 

“Resolved further, That the time has 
come when we should regard railroads as 
allies, not enemies, for placing business be- 
fore politics, and to encourage the enact- 
ment of laws to increase confidence, both 
of the labor and capitalist, in the disposi- 
tion of the people of the south to treat 
them fairly and justly.’’ 

— first feature of the report was the 
one which elicited most debate. It was 
attacked by a delegate from Virginia, Mr. 
Sharp, as a scheme of the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad, and was warmly de- 
fended by Mr. Atwood, of the Louisville 
and Nashville, asa patriotic effort to make 
the most of the facilities at hand. He said 
the railroads were already co-operating in 
every way facilitate the movement, and they 
could not do it all. It was best to have 
these county organizations and let each 
county get up the literature and forward 
to the railroads for distribution, where it 
would do most good, and afterwards to run 
excursions to the advertised sections. 

The report of the committee was adopted. 
Atianta’s Exposition Endorsed. 
Governor Elias Carr, of North Carolina,

ments; and, 

“Whereas, Said exposition will result in 
bringing about a closer commercial relation 
between this country and Mexico, Central 
and South America and the West Indies, 
which would result in greatly increasing the 
trade between the United States and said 
countries through the southern ports; and, 

“Whereas. while the city and citizens of 
Atlanta pledged the necessary guarantee 
fund for said exposition and have undertaken 
the work incident to this important enter- 
prise, and its success is assured, still it will 
be in no sense local, but is to be held for 
the entire country; and, 

“Whereas, said exposition will result in 
increasing the business of the railroads and 
steamship lines; and, 

‘Whereas, a bill has been introduced in 
congress providing for a government ex- 
hibit; therefore, be it 
Southern States Should Make Exhibits 

“Resolved, by the southern interstate im- 
migration and industrial congress in con- 
vention, assembled in Augusta, Ga., repre- 
senting 20,000,000 people, |

“resolutions be furnished the press with a 


) request to publish, and also be sent to the 


officials of all southefn réads, and to every 
governor of the southern: states, and to the 
senators and representatives in congress of 
the states here represented.” 

Good for West Virginia. 


Governor MacCorkle, of West Virginia, 
warmly seconded the resolutions, declaring 
that West Virginia had made one of the 
best state exhibits at the world’s fair in 
Chicago and would surpass: it at Atlanta. 
He thought the proposed exposition one of 
the most important undertakings in the his- 
tory of the industrial south, and he believed 
the government should by all means make 
an exhibit and have a building there. The 
resolutions were unanimously adopted. 

Resolutions were also adopted endorsing 
the Baltimore centennial’ in 1897, and the 
Tennessee centennial in 1896, at Nashville. 

A resolution endorsing the early admission 
of the territories as states was tabled. 

A resolution endorsing the Nicaragua 
canal and commending the work of Senator 
John T. Morgan in connection with it was 
unanimously adopted. 

Jarvis on the Race Question. 

United States Senator Jarvis, of North 
Carolina, read a paper on obstacles to 
southern development in which he advocated 
the establishment of such state, county and 
city governments throughout the south as 
would give the fullest assurance to the 
would-be settler that his life, liberty and 
property would be as secure as in any’ sec- 
tion of the country; that capital is the most 
timid thing in the world, and that a man 
will risk himself where he will not risk his 
money, and that money would not seek in- 
vestment. where there is bad government. 
With reference to the presence of negroes 
in the south, he said the negroes are not 
responsible for being here, but are here to 
Stay. All plans for their colonization else- 
where, or their exportation ure wild and 
visionary. The negro could not go away 
if he would, and he should not if he could. 
He must be recognized as a fixture in the 
south, and the wisest plan to pursue is to 
educate him and make the best possible 
citizen out of him. He commended all that 
was being done in this direction, but regret- 
ted that it was not more. He said the eleva- 
tion of the negro race must begin in their 
homes. They must be provided with better 
accommodations, with ample room to sepa- 
rate the sexes and with. good .teuchers in 
their schools. The colored: preachers must 
be instructed and aided by the white 
preachers, and where one is unworthy he 
must be exposed and displaced, as the 
teacher and the preacher exercise tremend- 
ous influence among them, and when vi- 
cious do a vast deal of harm. Better homes, 
better schools and churches, better teachers 
and preachers and better 'aws would make 
the negro an intelligent and iaw-abiding cit- 
izen, and then capital and labor would not 
hesitate to come among them. He referred 
to the fact that strikes and strife among 
labor were unknown among southern ne- 
groes, and the south does not desire indis- 
criminate immigration of those classes that 
are not law-abiding. It wants only such peo- 
ple as can conform to our civilization, and 
become good citizens. 

In the course of his remarks he also advo- 
cated the repeal by congress of the 10 per 
cent tax on state banks and the coinage of 
Silver on the same terms with gold. 

Why Not Discuss Immigration? 

There is some discontent expressed among 
the representatives of distant states to- 
night that so much time has been occupied 
in talking on matters extraneous to the pur- 
pose of the convention. There is no division 
of sentiment among the delegates on the 
subject that the south is the best country 
in the world, but what this congress wants 
to do is devise ways and means for con- 
vincing the outside world of this fact, and 
to persuade people from distant sections to 
come here to live. This was the object they 
had in coming hundreds of miles to the 
congress and they feel that valuable time 
is being wasted in discussing everything 
else but immigration. 

The congress adjourned at 7 o’clock p. m. 
to meet tomorrow morning at 9 o’clock. 

The delegates have spent the recess hours 
today and this evening in riding over the

GOLD HIDDEN SOMEWHERE IN GEORGIA 


Buried Years Ago in the Vicinity 
of West Point. 


ATTEMPTS TO FIND IT UNSUCCESSFUL 


One Man Who Sought It Was Regarded 
with Suspicion and Had to Aban- 
don the Quest. 


Montgomery, Ala., May 31.—(Special.)—A 
middle aged Hebrew, William Wierman, 
died in the hospital here today, who, on his 
death bed, told an interesting story. He 
came from Wollenstein, Germany, several 
years ago and settled at Hot Springs, Ark. 
Shortly afterward there moved to Hot 
Springs, from West Point, Ga., a physician, 
whose name is not given, and he and Weir- 
man became great friends. Last winter the 
doctor became ill of a lingering fever. Weir- 
man nursed him tenderly throughout, until 
his death. An hour or two before he\died 
and while his mind was clear, he called his 
Hebrew friend to him and told him that 
in consideration of his love for him and of 
his kindly services, he desired to make him 
a present. The dying man said that under 
a certain rock, near the root of a certa'n 
tree, about thirty miles from West Point, 
Ga., he had buried with his own hands 
$14,000 in gold. He made a will giving Weir- 
man a title to the money and appended to 
it a diagram or ‘map, intended to show the 
location of the treasure. 

Weirman had his friend properly buried 
and went at once to West Point to find the 
money. Fearing to let his secret out, he 
searched unaided and in a mysterious way, 
principally by night. The citizens inter- 
preted his movements as suspicious. Seeing 
him go out after dark with a pick and an 
ax they spotted him for a grave robber, or 
other law breaker, and they warned him to 
leave the neighborhood. This and a lack of 
ready cash caused him to leave and to come 
to this city, where he secured employment. 
He was just preparing to resume the search 
for the hidden treasure when sickness over- 
took him two weeks ago, which ended in 
his death today. His ante-mortem state- 
ment is as above detailed. He has only one 
relative in this country, a brother who lives 
in New York city.

MINES TO BE REOPENED. 


Whitwell Mines Are Leased by New 
Parties—Work'to Be Resumed,. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., May 31.—(Special.)— 
Word has been received here from Whit- 
well, Tenn., that the mines at that place 
have been leased by the Pikeville Mining 
Company, and that work will be resumed 
tomorrow. The striking miners will go 
back into the shafts on the old scale, there 
action being merely out of sympathy with 
the general strike. The Tennessee Coal, 
Iron and Railway Company, owners of this 
extensive property, closely following the 
strike, abandoned the place, shipping away 
all their movable property and many fami- 
lies left the mining settlement of 3,000 souls, 
to cast,their fortunes elsewhere. Six hun- 

dred men will be given work. 
THE CUT IN FREIGHT RATES. 
The Roads Post Notices That the Cut 
Takes Effect Tomorrow . 


Memphis, Tenn., May 31.—The Louisville 
and Nashville railroad, the East Tennes- 
see, the Kansas City, Memphis and HSBHir- 
mingham and the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis railroads today posted a no- 
tice that a reduction of 60 per cent on 
freight to and from eastern points would 
take effect June 2d. ‘he notice of tne 
cut created no little excitementain railroad 
circles, but it was thought that passenger 
rates would be disturbed. The idea was 
dispelled late this afternoon, however, 
when the Tennessee Midland posted notice 
of a sweeping cut in passenger tickets to 
eastern and northen poimts. The Louisville ' 
and Nashville promptly met the reduction 
ayd announced that it was in the fight to 
the finish. The other lines have not met

PERISHED AT PUEBLO. 


Loss of Life by the Waters 
Rushed Down the Valley. 
Pueblo, Col., May 31.—The cloudburst 
which last night sent a vast torrent of 
water down the valley and into this city 
caused many deaths and rendered wide- 
spread destruction. The work of rescue 
had just begun today when a recurrence of 
the flood caused a suspension of the work 
and it is feared tonight that many bodies 
were washed away under the debris and 
will never be recovered.

But for a light here and there 
the city would be in darkness and many 
fear a repetition of nast night’s trouble. 


Danger at Denver. 

Denver, Col., May 31, midnight.—The 
whistle at the Denver paper mills, south of 
the city, began to blow shortly after 11 
o’clock tonight to warn the residents of the 
Platte river bottoms to seek higher grounds. 
The river has been steadily rising at the 
rate of from four to six inches an hour all 
day and at this hour it is outside its banks 
until the water is backed up to the Rio 
Grande shops at Burnham. The thousand 
Coxeyites in River Front park have been 
warned to get out. At Jerome park the resi- 
dents sought refuge in a schoolhouse which 
is now partially submerged. There is much 
excitement in the flooded districts, but it 
is thought that all will be rescued. 


WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


Mrs. Cleveland Leaves Next Week fo# 
Gray Gables—Departmental News. 
Washington, May 31.—The official treasury 
statement to be issued June ist will show 
that the expenditures of the government 
for the eleven months of the current fscal 
year have exceeded the réceipts by $72,000,- 
000, the aggregate standing tn round figures: 
Receipts, $268,000,000; expenditures, $340,000,- 
000. “These figures indicate a total deficit 
for the twelve months of the fiscal year of 

about $78,000,000. 

Mrs. Cleveland expects to leave Washing- 
ton next Thursday morning at 8 o’clock for 
Gray Gables, accompanied by the two chil- 
dren, Ruth and Hsther, and three maids. 
Private Secretary Thurber will escort the 
party, which will probably travel by special 
ear. The steward of the white house will 
go in advance on Monday and have the 
summer residence ready for the family on 
their arrival Thursday afternoon. Public 
business will compel the president to re- 
main in Washington until congress ad- 
journs. If it should be apparent that the 
tariff bill and the appropriation measures 
will not imperatively require his presence 
here to act upon them within the constitu- 
tional ten days surrounding the 4th of 
July, it is the president’s intention to spend 
that week with his family. He will then 
return to Washington to await the final 
adjournment of congress, which he is con- 
fident will occur not later than August list, 
and as soon as that event happens he will 
take up his residence at Gray Gables, not 
to return to the white house until late in 
September unless some emergency requiring 
his presence should arise. The president 
has been urged by many congressmen td 
make a few speeches during the fall cam- 
paign, but has thus far made no promises, 
stating that he wanted to spend with his 
family all the time he could spare from hig 
official duties. 

The sugar bribery investjgation committee 
today continued its inquiry ani completed 
the examination of all the members of the 
finance committee, those heard today being 
Senators McPherson, Harris and Mills. 
Each of these gentlemen denied, categori- 
cally, the statements made in the letter of 
Edwards, to the effect that the secretary 
of the treasury had appeared before the 
committee and stated that the sugar trust 
had made large contributions to the came- 
paign committee and must be taken care 
of in the arrangement of the duty on sugar, 
and also that he prepared a schedule giving 
high rates to this article and demanded that 
it be adopted. Later in the afternoon Mr, 
Carlisle himself appeared and made a simi- 
lar statement. Mr. Carlisle told the com- 
mittee that he had drawn a proposed sche- 
dule for the committee while he was at 
one of the meetings of the democratic 
members, but that it was not adopted. In 
doing this, he said he acted in an advisory 
capacity and gave the committee facts and 
data such as they asked for, and which, as 
secretary of the treasury, they would 
naturally expect to receive from him. This 
afternoon the vice president sent to the 
district attorney his certification of the re- 
port of the committee im regard to the re- 
fusal of the witnesses, Shriver and Ede- 
wards, to disclose the sources of their ine 
formation.

Destroyed. : 

Fort Worth, Tex., May 31.—A terrific 
storm struck Hillsboro.

“A PIEND'S WORK. 


An Attempt to Blow Up -a Family with 
Dynamite This Morning 


WALKER STREET PARSONAGE DAMAGED 


An Enemy Seeks a Terrible Revenge Upon 
Mr. D. C. Wall—-Windows and 
Walls Shattered. 


A murderous hand cunningly placed a 
dynamite cartridge under the residence of 
Mr. D. C. Wall, 3 Walker street, some 
time after midnight and shortly before 1 
o’clock this morning the cartridge exploded 
with a terrific noise. 

The explosion shook the earth for sev- 
eral blocks away and awoke everybody in 
the vicinity of the place. 

The force of the explosion tore up the 
earth for several feet around and did great 
damage to the residence of Mr. Wall and 
to the parsonage of the Walker Street 
Methodigt church, occupied by the family 
of Rev. J. H. Eakes. 

But fortunately no one was hurt. 

The inmates of the two houses were vio- 
lently shaken up and it was not until ten 
minutes after the thunderous crash that 
they collected their senses and realized 
what had happened. By this time Patrol- 
nan Beavers, who heard the explosion 
when four blocks away, and several other 
people had arrived. 

The frightened occupants of the 
houses were utterly at a loss to account 
for the murderous work. An investigation 
disclosed that the dynamite had been care- 
fully placed almost directly under a bed 
occupied by Mr. Wall and his wife, and it 
is almost a miracie that they were not 
killed. 

The house occupied by Mr. Wall, who is 
an engineer in the employ of the Central 
railroad, is a neat six-room cottage. Next 
door to it is the parsonage, which is @ 
substantial one-story brick structure. The 
two houses are about six feet apart, and 
are divided by a plank fence. This fence 
was entirely torn away by the torce of the 
explosion. 

Every window in both houses was torn 
put, and the weather-boarding anid the 
brick foundation were blown loose from one 
end of Mr. Wall’s residence. The boxing 
of the parsonage was also shattered. An 
investigation by light of day will doubtless 
reveal much more damage. 

In the parsonage within six feet of where 
the deadly bomb was placed were Dr. QO. 
H. Cantrell and Mr. F. Z. Curry, of Jack- 
son, Ga. These gentlemen are in the city 
attending the Sunday school convention. 
Mr. Curry had just returned from the 
Evans clubrooms and had been in the house 
less than two minutes. He was thrown 
entirely across the room, and did not re- 
gain his senses until ten minutes later. 
He thought Dr. Cantrell had been killed 
when he finally did come around. 

Mr. Wall was sleeping at the time, but 
awoke with startling suddenness. A piece 
of timber from the window struck him 
across the head. The entire window was 
gone and the blinds thrown back. Mrs. 
Wall and Mrs. Martin, who were in the 
house, were badly frightened, but soon be- 
came cool, and talked about the matter 


quite calmly. | 

Detective Holcombe went out to the scene 
of the explosion about half-past 1 o’clock 
and had a talk with ali the parties. Rev. 
Mr. Eakes was quite confident that he was 
not the intended victim of the dynamite. 
Mr. Wall believes that he is the man the 
midnight murderer was After, and thinks he 
has a clue to the guilty man. He had a 
difficulty with a certain man several days 
ago and believes that this man is at the 
bottom of it. Something interesting, if not 
sensational, may come out of the affair in 
@ day or two.

His Aid Is Needed and Will Be Freely

Montgomery, Ala., May 31.—(Special.)— 
The Jeftersonians are making a strong fight 
for Jefferson county. They say they are 
determined to carry it their way in the 
state elections and their support there ap- 
pears to be exceedingly strong. Most, prac- 
tically all, of the business men of Birming- 
ham wiil vote for the democratic nominee, 
Colonel Oates, but the miners, the farmers 
and the great mass of the laporing men of 
Jefferson are inclined to Captain Kolb.

Alabama’s Soldiers Must Wear Black 
Leather in Camp. 

Montgomery, Ala., May 31.—(Special.)— 
Tan shoes have been blacklisted in the 
rank and file of the Alabama state troops. 
An order has been promulgated at Camp 
Forney at Birmingham that no tan shoes 
must be worn in ranks, nor in barracks. 
Those soldier boys who went provided with 
only one pair of shoes and that pair tans 
had to blacken them or buy another pair. 
Whether the revised tactics provide that a 
soldier shall wear black shoes or whether 
the commanders were afraid that the yel- 
low shoes would not have a tendency to 
make the striking miners tremble, is not 
known. It is suggested also that the tan 
snoes were boycotted by the commanders 
in order that the miners could not truthful- 
ly refer to the guardians of the state’s 
peace and dignity as ‘‘dudes.’’

MILAN IS BOUNCED. 


Governor Tillman Fires Him and Ap- 
points Galllard to the Place. 


Columbia, S. C., May 31.—(Special.)— 
Some weeks ago Governor Tillman in- 
structed County Treasurer Walter, of 
Charleston, to have Vincent Chicco, an 
Italian arrested on the charge of perjury. 
Chicco, it was alleged, secured the return of 
a liquor license fee, his saloon having been 
closed by the operation of the dispensary 
law, after making an affidavit that he had 
not sold any liquor illicitly since the dispen- 
sary law was set aside by the supreme 
court. It is said that Chicco boasted to a 
reporter that he sold liquor aljl the time 
the dispensary system was in operation.

Besides the counsel actively en- 
gaged in the case there was a formidable 
array of legal lights. When it was an- 
nounced to Judge Newman that an agree- 
ment had been made between the attorneys 
of all the interests, there was a visible ap- 
pearance of disappointment among the 
crowd. 

Upon this announcement Judge Newman 
signed an order consolidating ell causes, 
and deciding that the matter proceed in 
the United States court as one consolidated 
cause. He further ordered that in the mat- 
ter of gees Mr. E. B. Rosser and 
Mr. W. C. Hale be appointed receivers of 
the Atlanta Traction company, and all the 
railways and property cennected with it;

TALKING FOR MORE MONEY. 


Southern Representatives Speak on 
‘the State Bank Tax Repeal. 

Washington, May 31.—Mr. Sickles, demo- 
crat, of New York, offered a joint resolu- 
tion, giving tne secretary of war authority 
to acquire lands on the Gettysburg battle- 
field, needed to complete the tract to be 
preserved and described .in the act of 
March 3, 1898. That act appropriated $25,000 
anu an additional $50,000 was carried in = 
sundr civil appropriation bill, recently 
areas by the house. The United States 
court decided recently that the necessary 
power to acquire the ground by condemna~- 
tion or other proceedings had not yet been 
granted the secretary of war, and Mr. 
Sickles stated that there was danger that 
the land desired, or some of it, would be 
taken by the electric railway company, and 
the purposes of the act of March 3, 1898, 
would, thereby, be defeated. 

Mr. Sayers, democrat, of Texas, desired 
to have it amendea so as to prohibit the ex- 
penditure of any amount in excess of the 
amount already appropriated or the obli- 
gation to pay any sum in excess of that 
amount. This was accepted by Mr. Sickles 
and the resolution was discussed for some 
time upon the right to invoke the power of 
condemnation in such cases. 

Mr. Bailey, of Texas, asserted that its 
use had never been sustained by the su- 
preme court. 

The joint resolution was then agreed to, 
with Mr. Bailey’s vote in opposition. 

Committees were called for reports, and 
the house went inte committee of the 
whole—Mr. Richardson, democrat,: of Ten- 
nessee, in the chair—for the consideration of 
the bill to repeal the 10 per cent state bank 
tax law. 

Mr. Black, democrat, of Georgia, had the 
floor and resumed his argument against the 
constitutionality of the law. He spoke an 
hour, attracting the close attention of mem- 
bers. Hie peroration was an eloquent re- 
cital of the leading part. taken by the south 
in the history of the government, and the 
nation, and a refutation of the assertion 
that the repeal of the bill was desired alone 
by the representatives of the south. At its 
close he was warmly applauded, and re- 
ceived the congratulations of his associ- 
ates on the floor. 

Mr. McLaurin, of South Carolina, ad- 
dressed the house on the bill. He told 
of the direful results to the cotton market 
during the financial stringency and how 
‘king cotton’ was saved from dethrone- 
ment only by the issue of clearing house 
confidence certificates, which passed cur- 
rent in South Carolina and enabled the peo- 
ple to tide over the crop-moving period. 
But the promised prosperity when the Sher- 
man act was repealed had failed to mate- 
rialize, he said, and the crop moving period 
was again upon them. What were they to 
do? If South Carolina had to pay a tax 
upon her clearing house certificates, he saw 
no reason to exempt the great clearing 
house associations of New York, for while 
in the use made of the South Carolina cer- 
tificate there was a wide difference, the 
legal principle was the same. He did not 
believe, as some did, that state banks 
would cure all our financial woes, but the 
repeal of this tax was a step towards a 
radical change in our, fincial system, a 
step towards decentralizing the enormous 
and dangerous power~ now vested in the 
national banking system. There were, said 
Mr. McLaurin, but two avenues through 
which the currency could now be increased, 
to-wit: the coinage of gold, and additional 
national bank notes. Every other channel 
had been closed. He believed we needed a 
currency which had both local and national 
characteristics. The old state banks were 
not in touch with the spirit of the age. Bv- 
ery section of the union was entitled to 
enough currency to raise and market its 
crop, and it was the duty of the covernment 
to provide the machinery to do this. The 
United States might issue enough treasury 
notes to be divided among the various 
states in proportion to population, the states 
depositing with the government. their 
bonds bearing a sufficient amount of inter- 
est to cover all expenses. It would then be 
left to each state to provide the method of 
distribution for its quota of money and we 
would have a currency to do local business 
which would pass at par everywhere. 

Mr. Wheeler, democrat, of Alabama, fol- 
lowed Mr. McLaurin in an argument favor- 
ing the repeal of the law. It was, he Ge- 
clared, &@ war measure, pure and simple, 
and had no foundation other than the ne- 
cessity that was then supposed to exist 
for the national government to control the 
issue of the circulating medium. He hoped 
that the house would yield to the eloquent 
appeal of the gentlerran from Georgia and 
give the country an adequate amount of 
money. When he spoke of money he meant 
money with a purchasing power. He char- 
acterized the national banks as a great 
trust. The presidents of these institutions in 
New York city acted as one man.

An Attempt to Steal Fannin’s Two 
Votes Proves Unsuccessful. 


GREAT INDIGNATION IS STIRRED UP 


Democrats Everywhere Resent the Trick- 
ery—Five Counties Act Today—The 
Evans Tide Is Sweepinx. 


It’s red-hot in political circles all over 
the city, Yes, and all over the state, for 
that matter, 

The bold attempt made by the Atkinson 
men to steal Fannin county is the cause 
of it. The detatls of how that was at- 
tempted became known in the city late 
yesterday and on the streets last even- 
ing nothing else was talked about. It was 
generally regarded as the boldest, most 
bare-faced and rankest attempt at political 
robbery that has ever been attempted in 
Georgia. Everywhere it was condemned. 
Even the strongest Atkinson men did not 
attempt to condone the efforts to steal! the 
county and thus pervert the will of the 
people of that county. 


Here is the story: 
How It Was Done. 


The democracy of Fannin met at Morgan- 
ton on Wednesday in accordance with the 
snap call of the Atkinson executive com- 
mittee. It was expected that the Atkinson 
manipulators had succeeded in capturing 
the county, but the solid yeomen of Fan- 
nin didn’t propose to have their rights 
tuken away from them that way and they 
turned out in great numbers. 

Seeing defeat staring them in the face, 
the Atkinson manipulators became desper- 
ate. They began by challenging the votes 
of some of the best known citizens of the 
county, charging that they were republi- 
cans. Several times they did this and it 
was with difficulty tnat fights were pre- 


‘vented, so great was the excitement. 


Three Evans men and three Atkinson 
men presided over the ballot boxes and 
when the balloting was concl¥ded a count 
showed a majority of 12 for Evans. 

There was naturally great rejoicing among 
the supporters of General Evans and after 
the meeting adjourned they wended their 
way homeward. 

Later there was held what purported to 
be a mass meeting. It was nothing but 
an Atkinson meeting, however, and red-hot 
speeches were made. There was a major- 
ity of the county executive committee 
present and these joined in a call for the 
committee to meet the next morning—which 
was yesterday—and “hear the contests.’’

Judge Turner’s Campaign Induces the Ex- 
@a President of the Stste Senate to Stay 
Out of the Race ‘or U. 8. Senator. 


Savannah, Ga., May 31.—(Special.)—Hon. 
F. G. duBignon will not be a candidate for 
the United States senate. 

This became known today by an announce- 
ment of the fact given by Mr. duBignon to 


a representative of The Constitution. This - 


announcement, however, has been somewhat 
anticipated perhaps as Mr. duBignon has 
before stated that he would probably not be 
a candidate if Mr. Turner entered the race. 

When seen in his office today Mr. duBign- 
on said: 

“Since I was last seen by a representative 
of The Constitution I have received direct 
information that Hon. Henry G. Turner will 
be a candidate and that he will enter ac- 
tively into the canvass as soon as his public 
duties permit. In view of my previous state- 
ment, which has been. given to the public, 
it is searcely necessary to say that [I will 
not be a candidate.”’ 

Mr. duBignon was asked to give the 
reasons which controlled his course, and 
said:

Argument in Behalf of 
General Evans. 

Editor Constitution—General Evans ought 
not to be set aside by the people of Geor- 
gia. His election as governor would fre- 
flect credit upon our state and his defeat 
would cause a feeling of mortification in 
the hearts of many—very many—of our 
very best people. This feeling of mortifica- 
tion would not be simply that which is 
usually felt by the friends of a defeated 
candidate. It would not be a feeling of 
vexation and disappointment, nor would 
it be one of indignation and resentment. 
All of these elements might and would en- 
ter into it to some extent, but they would 
not constitute its chief characteristic. 

It may be—though I do not believe it— 
that the younger generation of Georgia’s 
voters will rally around Mr. Atkinson and 
carry him into the gubernatorial chair, 
because he is a young man and has ren- 
dered eminent and distinguished service 
to the people of Georgia, but if they do 
they will inflict a wound upon the hearts 
of the older men which they can ill afford 
to do, and which they will not do if they 
will stop and consider. Such a wound as 
will be thus inflicted will not heal. Many 
gray hairs will go down in sorrow to the 
grave. Many will feel that the memories 
of the olden days, which have heretofore 
constituted the pride and strength of our 
southland, have lost their hold upon the 
younger generation and have been set 
aside thoughtlessly and heedlessly, if not 
with a ruthless hand. 

Let us briefly review the situation. Gen- 
eral Evans-—a man of the highest type—a 
hero who suffered three desperate wounds 
in defense of the south—came into this 
race at the eall of numerous patriotic men 
in more than a hundred counties in Georgia.

It is not my purpose to attack Mr. At- 
kingon in this paper. But I do want to say 
One thing. Fulton county is not only a part 
ef the state of Georgia, but she is a very 
large part. She has a large population, 
every one of whom is a Georgian, and she 
pays more than $1 in every $6 of the entire 
direct tax of the state. But for the tax 
paid by her many of the smaller counties 
would be without support for their public 
schools. There are many counties in Geor- 
gia which do not pay into the treasury of 
the state sufficient money to support their 
public schools, and which draw largely upon 
Fulton county to supply this deficiency. 
Is it generous in Mr. Atkinson to attack 
Fulton county in the face of this fact? 
And will not the places which receive this 
benefit rebuke him for these attacks upon 
a county. which has never complained be- 
cause these taxes, raised within her borders, 
are distributed for the benefit and uplifting 
of the entire people of the state? 

I will take the year 1892, for example, to 
show my meaning: The entire taxable 
property of the state for that year was 
$421,149,509. The entire taxable property of 
Fulton county for that year was $57,121,151, 
or a little over 13% per cent of the whole. 
The amount assessed for educational pur- 
poses to be distributed for that year, out 
of the direct tax, was $500,000. Fulton coun- 
ty’s share of this was $67,800; that is, she 
yaid this g@mount into the state treasury 
for educational purposes. Of this amount 
she got back, all told, less than $16,000. In 
other words, she contributed, of her sur- 
plus, to make up deficiencies in other coun- 
ties in Georgia, over $51,800. 

These figures are true and Mr. Atkinson 
cannot and will not deny them, if he will 
investigate the facts. The proportion paid 
for 1895 by Fvlton county is even greater 
tran for 18%. 

Now, I desire to say this. I 
people of Georgia, irrespective 
are fair, magnanimous and generous, If 
there is anything they do love, it is fair 
play. There cannot be found a corporal’s 
guard of them in any county in Georgia 
who would be willing to take an unfair dd- 
vantage or listen to an unfair argument 
against Atlanta, or any other portion of 
our great state, in whtth we all take a 
common pride. The counties of Georgia 
constitute one great brotherhood. Fulton 
county might be called the big brother of 
the rest, and as any big brother will always 
fight for the smaller ones, so I*ulton coun- 
ty is ready to help those that are weak 
to bear theit burdens and educate their 
children. She does this without a murmur, 
and she can well afford to do it, because 
she is a member of the same family with 
them, and what helps them will help her. 
Many of these same people will come some 
day to live in her midst. 

Il am tired of the effort to Array popular 
prejudice against Fulton vounty and At- 
lanta. Her people are noble ani generous, 
Not more so than those of other commu- 
nities, but I verily believe they can claim 
to be fully as much so. Lei us remember 
that we are all Georgians. Our: best and 
highest interests will be promoted © by 
the full and generous recognition of this 
fact by every man and every section, con- 
cerning every other man and every other 
section within our borders.

Retail Grocers Win in a Fight Against 
Wholesale Men. 

Columbus, Ga., May 31.—(Special.)—A right 
which has been in progress for several days 
between the wholesale and retail grocers of 
this city, was practically ended 
resulted in a victory for the latter. A num- 
ber of the retail grocers of Colutnbus do a 
large jobbing business, and on that acceunt 
have heretofore obtained jobbers’ rates 
from foreign houses.

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More About Mr. Atkinson. 

The Constitution has taken pains since 
the opening of the gubernatorial cam- 
paign to give Mr. Atkinson fair treat- 
ment in its editorial columns. We have 
made no charges against him, and have 
criticised him only as justified by facts. 
We have published what others have 
said about him as we have published 
what others have said in his behalf. We 
have set forth our preferences in a dig- 
nified way. Every reader will bear evi- 
dence to this fact, and this in the face of 
Mr. Atkinson’s vindictive and malicious 
campaign aguinst Atlanta, in which he 
has made a _ quixotic fight against an 
imaginary ring which he and his claquers 
created for their own purposes. 

We have been unduly conservative in 
the interest of democratic harmony, and 
have not discussed this man more vigor- 
ously on the same account. But since he 
has thrown harmony to the wind under 
the hallucination that he has “already 
whipped General Evans,” he must be met 
in his own manner and fed out of his own 
spoon, His puerile attacks on Atlanta 
have done no more harm than the assault 
of the gnat on the cow’s horn. No city 
can prosper without encountering the op- 
position of a class of mean, selfish peo- 
ple, who abuse without cause and who 
live only to pull themselves up by pulling 
others down. 

We have been urged on several occa- 
sions to take a more aggressive position 
against this curlj-headed, Yellowstone 
Kit statesman, but we have desisted un- 
til, in the interest of democratic harmony 
it becomes‘necessary to meet him with 
his own weapons, lest, by his vindictive 
course, he put the party in a position 
where it will meet with serious trouble 
in the fall election. 

Our preference for General Evans has 
always been as pronounced as it is now. 
We know both men. Mr. Atkinson is 
daily emphasizing his unfitness for the 
office of governor. As a member of the 
legislature his official functions were 
such that he could do but little harm to 
the state, but during his service he 
demonstrated conclusively that he is not 
the man to merit gubernatorial promo- 
tion. He voted and worked against al- 
lowing the extension of the Marietta and 
North Georgia railroad into Atlanta at 
a time when it had the money in hand 
ready to complete the work in thirty 
days. The result has been that the peo- 
ple between Marietta and the Tennessee 
line are now compelled to pay almost 
double freight, express and telegraph 
charges and the development of one of 
the richest sections of Georgia has been 
materially retarded. He was active in 
his fight against the Twitty bill because, 
perhaps, it might affect his fees. In a 
public speech at Columbus Judge J. H. 
Martin, as honest and upright a judge as 
ever sat on the bench in Georgia, de- 
clared on his word as a man that Mr. 
Atkinson sought a trade by which to 
exchange his vote, as a member of the 
legislature, and that he, Judge Martin, 
not being willing to meet Mr. Atkinson’s 
terms, the latter voted against him. This 
is the solemn assertion of an honest and 
upright man, and if Mr. Atkinson has 
denied it, we have not heard of it. Mr. 
Atkinson has not only traded votes for 
the election of judges and solicitors gen- 
eral, but virtually boasts of it. 

He took a fee—we might say fees— 
while a member of the legislature, not- 
withstanding the constitutional inhibition 
against one man receiving double pay 
from the state. In the special matter 
referred to there was so much doubt 
about the propriety of accepting the fee 


that two lawyers had to be consulted be- | 


fore he was satisfied of its legality. The 
question as to whether it was right or 
wrong for him to deprive the governor 
of Georgia of his information and assist- 
ance for the state in a matter of vital 
importance, and which, as a member of 
the legislature, came under his official 
observation, never entered his head. 
What he wanted was the one-thousand- 
dollar fee, and the constitution of the 
State was no consideration so long as he 
got it, for he knew that he would not 
have to pay it back on demand and the 
moral aspect of the question has never 
to this day dawned upon him. It was 
10 doubt the biggest fee he ever got— 
probably more in cash than he had ever 
made in one year practicing law. We 


for what cay evel the informa- 
tion of his former law partner, Mr. P. 8. 
Whatley, of Newnan, who says so, and 
he ought to know. “ 

This man wants to be governor of 
Georgia! In fact, a freak of his imagin- 
ation has caused him to believe that he 
is governor now, and in an unguarded 
moment he has opened the vials of his 
wrath against everybody who has dared 
to oppose him, and has raised the lid of 
Pandora's box in his effort to let out the 
devils of discontent and involve the party 
in ruin, just so long as he ean be nomi- 
nated. 

Of the 350 delegates to the gubernato- 
rial convention, only about one hundred 
have been elected, and, notwithstanding 
Mr. Atkinson’s efforts to bunch his coun- 
ties, General Evans has nearly one-half 
of those already chosen. Yet this bom- 
bastic upstart announces with the flour- 
ish and solemnity of an eastern despot 
that he has “whipped General Evans” 
from the face of the earth—a man whose 
blood has been shed for the state of 
Georgia, a man who gave five of the best 
years of his life to her service, a man 
whose name is above reproach and whose 
honor and integrity are beyond question. 
Having whipped General Evans, Mr. At- 
kinson announces now that he proposes 
to crush The Constitution, and he pro- 
poses to wind his coils generally around 
anything that is for, of, or in Atlanta. 

And why should he single The Consti- 
tution as his victim? Simply because he 
has bargained to do so, and this 
was part of the price he had _ to 
pay, notwithstanding the fact that 
up to a few months ago he was 
most solicitous about The Constitution’s 
support, and most anxious to receive 
it. While the process of whipping The 
Constitution is now going on, it is our 
inning. So wise and powerful in his own 
conceit, Mr. Atkinson is willing, even 
when according to his own admission he 
has defeated his opponent, to drive 
everybody that he does not like out of 
the democratic party as a penalty for not 
discovering in him what the Creator 
never placed there in his make up. 

In selecting a governor of Georgia we 
believe that the people should turn their 
faces to a man whose honesty, integrity, 
truth, virtue and justice are beyond cavil 
or question. Is Mr. Atkinson such a man? 
Let the record speak for itself. Through 
the dangerous machinery of his organi- 
zation he has lit a fire at the very. foun- 
dation of democratic hope and the safe- 
guards of democratic justice and demo- 
cratic liberty. lt is one of the principles 
upon which our free jnstitutions are 
founded that every qualified man is en- 
titled to one vote, and yet with the ef- 
frontery of a ward despot he has utterly 
ignored the rights of the people to speak 
fer themselves and has based his cam- 
paign upon the idea that it makes-no dif- 
ference how he gets the votes of a coun- 
ty, or whether or not the people are dis- 
franchised, just so long as a delegation 
is sent up for Atkinson. It was this 
policy which allowed five voters in Coffee 
county to steal the vote of that county 
in a meeting held thirty miles from the 
county seat, and this is but one of dozens 
of other incidents of the same sort, Fan- 
nin being the last and worse. 

Will the people rise to their rights? 
Will they resent the attacks being made 
on their liberty? Do they realize the 
danger of the situation? 

We believe that in less than one week's 
time they will file their answer, and that 
there will be but one meaning to it.

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The immigration Question. 

As might nave been expected The 
Charleston News and Courier attempts 
to throw cold water upon Augusta’s im- 
migration and industrial convention. 

The comments of this eighteenth cen- 
tury luminary in journalism will not be 
taken seriously by the progressive people 
of today, but as some of its arguments 
are calculated to provoke the mirth of 
the average reader and add to the gayety 
of nations, it will not be amiss to give 
them a passing notice. Our serene con- 
temporary views our present conditions 
with such perfect satisfaction that it is 
not in favor of inducing immigrants to 
come among us. Speaking of the pro- 
posed effort to attract settlers froin the 
thickly populated north and west, it 
says: 

It is argued th&t population is too thick 
in other parts of the nation, and, therefore, 
people who live there would find it to their 
interest to move out and come down here 
to live where there is more room. But 
granting this to be true, and looking at 
the matter from our standpoint instead of 
theirs, why should we seek to relieve the 


over-crowded sections and states of the 
nation by crowding our section and states 


of the south? If a dense population means | 


prosperity and the development of the re- 
sources of a region, why should the farm- 
ers and others who live in the more dense- 
ly populated states want to move out of 
them, bag and baggage, and come down 
to settle in our thinly populated section? 
We do not clearly understand. 

For if these citizens ot Pennsylvania and 
Ohio and Germany and Illinois are so well 
convinced by experience that they could 
do better in a thinly settled state than 
where they are, why in the name of sense 
should we want to import several millions 
of them to put our states in the same con- 
dition as the states they are leaving? 

This makes jolly reading, and those 
who understand the situation will find 
The News and Courier’s editorial funnier 
than one of Bill Nye’s letters. Of course, 
there is no danger of overcrowding the 
south for centuries to come. We have 
room enough here for all the nations of 
Europe and our soil is capable of sup- 
porting them. The people of the north 
and west do not want to eome here be- 
cause their section is densely populated, 
but because they do not like its rigorous 
climate and prefer hemes in a land where 
nature is always in her milder moods. 
This is the explanation of the whole 
business. The Charleston paper goes on 
to say: 

There is plenty of room here for us, and 
for our children and grandchildren after us. 
Why should we crowd ourselves or them? 
Why should we beg strangers to come inte 
our homes with their strange ways? Why 
should we make the struggle for cxistence 
harder and sharper than it is’ If the 
stranger comes and asks a place among us,

: 


Rats! Give us “the cranks” in the Au- 
gusta convention in preference to this 
back-number foolishness. They will at 
least try to move forward and not stand 
still. 

Why should we not ask strangers to 
come here and grow up with the country? 
Nobody is thinking of importing paupers, 
criminals and drones. What we want-to 
do is to interest a good class of people 


in the north and in Europe, and convince * 


them that they will do well in the south. 
Their capital, enterprise, industry and 
thrift will build us up, develop our mines, 
increase our productiveness, multiply our | 


home markets, make our lands more val- , 


uable, and transfer the industrial and 
commercial supremacy of the east to the 
region which is entitled to it by virtue 
of its superior natural advantages. 

It strikes us that all this is worth work- 
ing for and that we need strangers of the 
right sort with new blood, new muscle, 
new ideas and new capital to help us. 
The south is not opposed to strangers. 
Only five generations ago Georgia was 
settled by strangers and they have been 
coming in ever since greatly to the bene- 
fit.of all concerned. We are proud of our 
foreign citizens and the settlers who have 
come here from the north and west. They 
have assimilated with our people, and 
they are all pulling together for their 
adopted state. 

There is one gleam of sense in our 
contemporary;s screed, and it flashes out 
in the declaration that it “twill not argue 
this question: it is too large.” This frank 
admission is inexpressibly gratifying and 
encournging. When The News and Cou- 
rier says in plain English that even one 
question in the whole long list of human 
problems is too large for it to argue it 
goes without saying that it is one of tre- 
mendous importance. If you can’t deal 
with it, neighbor, why not let it alone? 


For State Banks. 

That conservative paper, The Wilming- 
ton Messenger, heartily endorses all that | 
The Constitution has said in favor of. 
state banks. and says: 


The tax cannot be defended upon, con- 
stitutional grounds. It is, therefore, not a 
tax to be continued. He is indeed a very 
sorry sort of freeman and legislator who 
will steadfastly hold to a law that is vio- 
lative of organic law and therefore without 
defense. Wipe it out. It is a disgrace to 
the country. The south needs and must 
have more currency. It is very doubtful, ° 
indeed, 
capita in circulation. The state bank sys- 
tem will furnish relief to the monetary 
stricture in the south. It can be made 
every way as good and safe as the present 
national bank system. Indeed, it could be 
made as sound and much safer. No one 
needs or desires a wild-cat system. The 
people have not lost their heads and do 
not wish anything but a sound and stable 
currency, but they do desire more bank- 
ing facilities and safer banks. The circu- 
lating medium is not equal to demands and 
is not altogether what the people would be 
glad to have. Give them banks of their 
own, hedged about with all necessary pro- 
tection. 

It would be hard to give a better de- 
scription of the situation in so few words. 
Our contemporary puts the case clearly. 
We want the state bank tax repealed, be- 


cause it is unconstitutional: because the -: 


south and west have too little currency 
for legitimate business; because state 
banks will afford judicious financial re- 
lief, and because they can be made as 
safe as the national banks, and will pro- 
vide a local currency that cannot be cor- 
nered by a few men in Wall street. 
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Mr. Atkinson’s Late Record. 

The mistakes that Mr. Atkinson has 
made and is making are such that he 
cannot escape from. Their effects will 
pursue him into every county in the 
state where the democrats believe in fair 
and square dealing and in just and con- 
servative methods. 

He imagines that his methods, which 
have been fairly successful in a few 
counties, are endorsed by the people and 
he seizes upon the first opportunity that 
fairly presents itself to make a furious 
assault on the very element whose views 
he enthusiastically endorsed when he be- 
gan his campaign. He was so enthusias- 
tic that he went further than those 
whose views he endorsed. He “bettered 
the instruction,” as it were, and made as 
furious an assault on Mr. Cleveland and 
his administration as he now makes on 
those whose support he thus tried to win. 

The mistake he made in the first place 
was in supposing that the democrats of 
Georgia in their anxiety to see demo- 
cratic principles put in operation would 
repudiate their -administration. The 
mistake he makes in the second place, 
and it is even more serious than the 
first, is in supposing that the democrats 
of Georgia, in endorsing Mr. Cleveland’s 
administration, are repudiating their 
principles. 

Still another mistake that Mr. Atkin- 
son makes is in supposing that the move- 
ment the democrats are making in the di- 
rection of harmony and unity is a rejec- 
tion of the doctrine The Constitution has 
been preaching—the doctrine that Mr. 
Atkinson himself has been endorsing 
volubly and vociferously until he re- 
ceived a recent tip that it would be to 
his advantage to recant and discredit his 
former convictions, and attack those with 
whom he had shared them. 

We have said this is a mistake. But 
it is far more serious than any mistake 
could be. A mistake may be accidental 
or unintentional; but when Mr. Atkinson 
attacks The Constitution for helding the 
views and making the arguments with 
which he opened his campaign, he is 
guilty of the most transparent insin- 
cerity that has ever been exhibited by 
any public man in Georgia. His course 
is a bold avowal that he is after the 
office and that he is willing to take it on 
any terms—that he is willing to swap his 
convictions for a new set if the bargain 
will give him fresh support—that he is 
willing to wipe out his record and sub- 
stitute a new one to be furnished from 
the machine shop. 

The people of Georgia have changed 
wonderfully if sincerity in a public mgn 
is at a discount with them. Their stand- 
ard of political honesty has fallen low 
indeed if they can be brought to endorse 
a candidate who, for the sake of office, 
is willing to jump from one extreme to 
another, like a bullet in a glass bottle.

But now, thinking that the democratic 
voters of Georgia are preparing to sac- 
rifice their convictions and repudiate 
their principles, he throws his own to 
the winds with a smirking dexterity that 
even a Hermann might envy. Looking 
back over a long series of years we do 
not reeall that the people of Georgia 
have ever before been called on to wit- 
ness just such an exhibition of political 
jugglery. Hermann, the magician, can 
ent a ball of tow and pull a blue ribbon 
out of his mouth, but he cannot, to save 
his life, swallow a piece of ham and 
spit up a saddle horse. 

If the democrats of Georgia choose Mr. 
Atkinson to be their candidate for gov- 
ernor, it will be the first time in their 
history that they have placed so high 
a premium on political insincerity, or so 
richly rewarded political jugglery. 

Mr. Atkinson imagines that the suc- 
ceasful manipulation of a few counties 
in this state has had such a powerful 
influence on the public sentiment of 
Georgia that he can afford now to show 
how shallow his cenvictions are and how 
selfish his purposes. But we think the 
fact will be demonstrated before his 
eampaign comes to a close that the moral 
sentiment of this state, while it is not 

up to the tricks of manipulating county 
conventions, is powerful enough to make 
its influence felt in the selection of a gov- 
ernor. 

When the eyes of the democratic voters 
are once opened to the character of the 
campaign that has been earried on in 
behalf of Mr. Atkinson, the machine will 
fall to pieces and manipulation will cease. 


It seems that the moment Mr. Atkinson 
swapped his principles, he fell to abusing 
The Constitution. Perhaps he thought that 
lettle Betsey Jane would hang his advertise- 
ment over her ginger-cake stall. 


Mr. Atkinson in Augusta and Mr. Atkin- 
son in Monticello are two entirely different 
politicians. But both are out for the same 
office. the 


Mr. Atkinson has evidently partaken of 
one of little Betsey Jane’s ginger-cakes, 
three for a thrip, and it has interfered 
‘with his “convictions.” 


“When General Clement A. Evans gets up 
before the public and swallows his record, 
we shall be perfectly willing for it to be 
said that he is no more fit to be governor 
than Mr. Atkinson is. 


Those who know General Evans are per- 
fectly well aware that he would not accept 
the votes of a county manipulated by five 
men. The nomination for governor could 
not be forced upon him by unfair methods. 


Probably no democrat who understands

The Eiection Comes Of Today and the 
Polis Will Be Open Until Late 
This A.ternoon. 


The people of Fulton county will today 
select delegates to the gubernatorial con- 
vention and decide between the two gentle- 
men who are aspiring to represent this dis- 
trict in the state senate.

The struggle between the two culminated 
yesterday when all final arrangemens 
were made. Both men were satisfied with 
the managers of the election as selected 
by Mr. F. H. Richardson, chairman of 
the committee having that work in hand, 
and both were pleased with the location of 
the voting places, both in the city, as se- 
lected by Mr. Richardson, and in the coun- 
ty, as selected by Ordinary Calhoun. 

In addition to expressing their satisfac- 
tion with the voting places and with the 
managers, the two candidates conferred for 
hours last night with their lieutenants. 
All final instructions were given and it was 
a late hour when Mr. Venable and Mr. 
Martin sought their respective homes for a 
night’s rest before the final struggle. 

This morning both will be out bright and 
early and at the polis they and their friends 
will cross swords for the victory. 

Who will win? 

There was a great deal of uncertainty 
yesterday when the question was discussed. 
Some predicted the election of Mr. Venable 
by at least 500 to 800 majority, while others 
were as sanguine that Mr. Martin would 
win by as many votes. 

But through is all the discussion was of 
the best natured sort. The friendship be- 
tween the two candsdates has been of life 
and the county has never seen a more good- 
natured battle for a seat in the senate than 
the one now going on. 

And it matters not which of the two gen- 
tlemen wins the other will be among the 
first to extend his most hearty congratula- 
tions.

The voting in the country precincts will 
be at the usual places where elections have 
been held for years. 

Both Mr. Venable and Mr. Martin will 
have friends at all of the voting places 
when the polls open this morning, and there 
they will stay until the day is done and the 
result announced. Some of the hardest 
work seen in an election lately will be 
shown today. 

The registration, which closed last week, 
is not the heaviest the county has known, 
but those who qualified themselves to vote 
are persons who usually exercise that right 
every time itcomes around, and then in ad- 
dition to that many of them were pushed 
to register by elther one or the other of 
the two candidates, all of which means 
that it will be a very large per cent of the 
registered who will turn out. 

While the people are voting for the state 
senator they will be given the chance to 
vote for delegates to the gubernatorial con- 
vention and the full corps of statehouse 
officers.

NEW YORK, May 31.—The sale of stocks 
today fel! below the 100.000 share mark 
and of this small total Chicago Gas and 
American Sugar figured for about 40,000 
shares. Sugar opened at 100, fell to 9%, 
rose to 101%, receded to 99% and closed at 
100%. Chicago Gas opened unchanged at 
7%, sold up to 74%, returned to 732 and 
left off at 73%.

Hubbard, Price & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 

NEW YORK, May 31.—Summary of Hub- 
bard, Price & Co.’s cotton letter: Spot sales 
in Liverpool yesterday were 17,000 bales, 
sales toagay were 16,000 bals. The aggregate 
of 33,000 bales in two days shows a surpris- 
ing and an abrupt revival of the demand 
from spinners. But that it has been freely 
met is shown by the fact that futures were 
only advanced about 3-64d as a result, and 
at the close today were only 1 to 2 points 
better than on Tuesday evening last. The 
New York market seems astonished by the 
unexpected activity in the Liverpool spot 
market and opened at an advance of nearly 
10 points on August and the new crop posi- 
tions. But before 1 o’clock 5 points of the 
advance had been lost under realizing sales. 
There was, too, some selling tor short ac- 
count upon the theory that such large spot 
sales in Liverpool generally mark the cul- 
mination for the time at least, of an ad- 
vance in the market and that a relapse to 
the previous condition of dullness may be 
now expected. During the afternoon de- 
spite some palpable effort to depress the 
market the decline of the morning was en- 
tirely recovered and final prices were the 
highest of the- day, 10 to ll points above 
those of Tuesday evening. The crop move- 
ment for the week promises to be very 
small, and with the estimated good demand 
from spinners, a substantial reduction in 
the figures of the visible supply may be 
looked for between this and the end of 
next week. 


Riordan & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 

NEW YORK, May 31.—(Special.)—The ac- 
tivity and firmness of Liverpool yesterday 
and today gave new life to the market. 
The bulk of sales of Augustonthe opening 
call were at 7.23, an advance of 10 points. 
The bulls have been so long. accustomed to 
depressed markets that they could hardly 
believe that the improvement would last,con- 
sequently as soon as the call was over there 
was heavy selling to realize profits, and 
this caused a recession of about 6 points, 
August reacting to 7.17. The decline chilled 
the- bull enthusiasm for a while, but the 
market absorbed the offerings pretty freely 
and when the selling was over the demand 
was rapidly regained and the close was firm 
at the best prices of the day, 7.23 being bid 
for August.

THEY WILL MEET EASTERN CUTS 


And the War Will Be a Double-Barrel 
Affair— Other Railroad News 
Gathered Here and There. 


> 


The combat thickens and the rate war 
from the east may terminate in a regular 
row among the roads. 

One of the most enthusiastic meetings 
that has lately been held in the office of 
Commissioner E. B. Stahlman in the Equi- 
table building was that of the representa- 
tives of the western lines yesterday. The 
purpose of the meeting was to take steps in 
the matter of the eastern rate fight that is 
now on with such vigor. 

The meeting yesterday was attended by 
many of the most prominent railroad men 
of the west. 

The Louisville and Nashville was repre- 
sented by Vice President Knott; the Illinois 
Central had a strong representation; the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis was 
well represented; Mr. Comer and Major 
Shellman were there for the Central; Mr. 
Papy represented the Savannah, Florida 
and Western, and all of the lines leading 
to the south from the west had men in the 


conference. 

It was a red-hot meeting. The men who 
have in hand the management of the west- 
ern lines are determined that the eastern 
lines shal! not take any of their business 
away from them by these recent cuts in 
freights from all the northern and eastern 
The western 


markets to southern points. 


lines will meet those cuts if it should be- 
come necessary. 

If this should come to pass the situation 
will, indeed, be well worth study. 

The rate of 40 cents per 100 on all first- 
class freights from eastern points to At- 
lanta over the roads leading southward 
from the eas’ is something the western 
lines do not propose to stand and suffer. If 
it holds many days it is already given out 
that the lines from the west will meet it, 
and if pushed they will make it consider- 
ably lower in order to run it to the very 
bottom and thus break it up entirely. 

This sounds like business, and it is busi- 
ness. The meeting yesterday did one thing 
that shows that it means buisenss. It de- 
cided that the western roads shall at once 
meet the cut as it pertains to sugar and 
molasses by making a cut of the same per- 
centage of reduction from New Orleans as 
the eastern lines have inaugurated from the 
east on the same class of freights. 

This opens the war from two sides—éeast 
and west. The south is the end of both 
funnels and the merchants of this favored 
section are certainly making the best of 
it. It is a notable war and the clouds seem 
to have no disposition to blow away soon. 
‘There seems to be no end to the trouble 
unless the rate are run down to the very 
lowest possible mark and then force the 

ght to a close, or unless the action of the 
western lines is such as will show the 
eastern lines that there ts nothing in such 
conduct for them. 

To Continue the Work. 

The meeting of the western railroad men 
yesterday adjourned in the afternoor to 
meet again in Nashville this morning. The 
Nashville meeting is for a specia] commit- 
tee to report to the body what is the best 
route to take-4+in the matter. If the rate 
war from #he-east’teane be stopped without 
any extreme measures the western folks 
want to do it that way. If not then the 
western lines will most assuredly take an 
active part in the cutting and rates will 
be the same from the east as from the west 
to the south, thus giving the merchants 
of this section of the country a great ad- 
vantage. 

“A great effort will be made,” said Com- 
missioner Stahlman to a Constitution repre- 
sentative yesterday after the meeting, ‘‘fo 
get the meeting of the association to be 
held in New York June 12th to close down 
on the cuts that have been inaugurated by 
calling a halt in some fair way. If this 
can be done the whole matter will be drop- 
ped and nothing more will be heard of it. 
On the contrary, if nothing can be accom- 
plished by carrying the trouble to the New 
York meeting, which is the reguiar annual 
meeting of the association, then you may 
look out for trouble sure enough in the mat- 
ter of rate battles. 

“One thing is certain,’’ he continued, ‘‘the 
western lines have made up their minds 
that the rates from the east shall not stand 
as they are without a similar cut from the 
west. While they have no wish to make 
such cuts they will certainly do so I am 
assured if the present rates from the east 
@re not wiped off the schedule board and 
the regular rated restored.” 

The Sugar Rates Cut. 

‘The meaning of the cut on sugar rates 
from New Orleans to meet the cut on sugar 
from the east means simply this, that the 
western. lines can put sugar into Atlanta 
much cheaper than the eastern lines since 
the same percentage of reduction was es- 
tablished, the distance being shorter. 

The same applies to molasses. The rates 
from New Orleans are something less than 
the rates from the east on the same basis 
of reduction as recently inaugurated. 

“There is a heap of freight that comes to 
the south from the west that is affected 
by this eastern war on rates that has so 
lately been started,” said one of the well- 


known railroad men at the meeting yester- . 


day. “You see, the freights from the west 
that are a specialty forthe west are num- 
bered by letters, A, B, C, etc., while the 
classes that are a specialty for the eastern 
lines are numbered by numbers, first, 
second, etc. But, even in the classes that 
were recently embraced im the cut we have 
much freight from the west to come this 
way. This means that so long as the cut 


‘42 on we will suffer to that extent unless we 


make some sort of reduction to meet the 
Blashing.”’ | 

The matter will come up again this morn- 
ing at. Nashville when the meeting will 
@gain be called to order. 


A Disastrous Decision. 

All of the prominent railroad men gather- 
€d around the rooms or the Southern Rail- 
way and Steamship Association yesterday, 


‘representing the leading lines of the west, 


When questioned with respect to the re- 
@ent decision of the United States court at 
New Orleans on the question of long and 
short hauls, said it would work to the in- 
jury of the roads considerably. 

They say if the order is upheld by the 
United States supreme court it will simpiy 
mean that the railroads of the country will 
have to get themselves together and make 
out a new schedule of rates between all 
points that have heretofore been enjoying 
Special through rates by reason of the long 
haul contracts. This will. bring not only 
@ great deal of trouble to the roads them- 
Selves, but will make the rates to the 
cities much higher than they have been 
under the old rule that is now in operation. 

It is indeed doubtful whether or not the 
Toads can give the specia] rates to toW¥ns 
er not since they would have to make the 
Bame figures for every little station be- 
tween that town and the next through 
ehipping point nearer the place from which 
the freight came.

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‘Temperance Workers Declare in Favor 


of Excluding Liquor. 


“STRICT LAWS ARE RECOMMENDED 


Organization Is Urged--Candidates for the 


Legislature to Be Required to State 
Their Position on the Question. 


Barnesville, Ga., May 3L.—(Speciai. —The : 


pecond day’s sesion of the convention of the 
Georgia State Prohibition Association met 
at 9 o’clock this morning. After a song 
service of special prohibition quartets, Rev. 
T. R. Kendall offered prayer. 

Under the head of unfinished business, 
Rev. J. B. McGehee, chairman of the com- 
mittee on resolutions, offered the following, 


which were adopted: 

“Whereas, It is our belief that a majority 
of the voters in the state of Georgia are 
against the perpetuation of barrooms; there- 


fore, be it 

“Resolved first, That as consistent prohi- 
bitionists, conserving alike our conscience 
and our conviction, we hereby pledge our- 
selyes tO support no man for the legislature 
who is known to be opposed to the enact- 
ment of a state law. 

“Resolved second, That the executive com- 
mittees in the respective counties are hereby 
charged with the duty of ascertaining the 
views of those who propose to represent us. 

“Resolved third, That our president is re- 
quested to see that there 1s such 2 commiut- 
tee in each county, urging the above duty 
upon them when such committees exist, 
and appointing when tney do not. 
“Resolved fourth, That as individual mem- 
bers of this body we pledge ourselves to 
lend our influence and aid in carrying the 
above action into effect and ip securing the 
great end contemplated. 

“Resolved fifth, That in furtherance of 
the above ends our county executive com- 
mittees are earnestly requested to circulate 
petitions urging upon the next general as- 
sembly the abolition of Darrooms and 1i0or- 
ward said petitions to the president of this 
association. 

“Resolved sixth, That we commend for 
wide distribution in the stute the pamphle* 
by Rev. A. J. Hughes, entitied, “Teiling 
Jacts About Liquor in Georgia,’ and sug- 
gest that some plan be adopted for. securing 
its extensive circuiation. 

“Resolved seventh, That we bid godspeed 
to the Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union, the Independent Order of Good 
Yemplars and kindred organizations in the 
gtate, which are the enemies of the liquor 
traffic.”’ 

The following resolutions, offered by the 
chairman of the committee on legislation, 
A. J. Hughes, were unanimously adopted, 
with the amendment attached: 

“Resolved, by the Georgia Prohibition 
Association, in convention assembled, That 
we respectfully request the next general 
assembiy to enact a law, which shall em- 
body the following features: 

“1. The abolition of all barrooms iu the 
state of Georgia. 

“?. The prohibition of the manufacture, 
transportation within the state and sale of 
intoxicating liquors for beverage purposes. 

‘8. A provision whereby in those counties 
not under prohibition ‘prior to the passage 
of the act, the county authorities may, upon 

tion of a majority of the voters of the 
county establish a county agency for the 
sale of liquors for other than beverage 
purposes, the agent to be elected by the 
grand jury and the liquors to be sold at 
such prices as will pay their costs and the 
salary of such agent, but without net profit 
to the county; such agent to Keep a record 
of all sales made by him. which record 
shall be open to the inspection of the grand 
jury; no sales to be made;to any minor or 
person of intemperate habits or to any per- 
son. whom such agent has re*sonable cause 
to believe intends to use the same or fur- 
nish such liquors to others in violation of 
the terms of the act. 

“4. Violations of the law to be enforced by 
penalties adequate to enforce the law, and 
all convictions for a second offense to be 
punished by imprisonment. 

‘>. All places where liquors are illegally 
manufactared, stored or sold to be de- 
clared nuisances; and any citizen to have 
the right to apply to the judge of the su- 
perior court for an injunction restraining 
the same. 

‘6. The act so far as it authorizes a 
county agency for the sale of liquors not 
to apply to any counties or towns in Geor- 
gia now under prohibition by local option, 
or high license, or refusal of the ordinary to 
issue license, or otherwise. 

‘7. That a committee, composed of such 
number as the president of this convention 
shall determine, be appointed by him to 
bring these resolutions to the attention of 
the general assembly and to submit the 
draft of a bill in accordance herewith. 

“8. That petitions for the passage of such 
a bill be’ circulated throughout the state 
as far as practicable.’’ 

The following amendment was adopted: 
“Resolved, That the committee, whose 
duty it shail be to present this bill to the 
legislature, if they snall ascertain that any 
feature in this proposed bili is unconsti- 
tutional, are hereby empowered to amend 
it in any minor particulars.” 

The committee on the advisability of hav- 
ing a state organizer, made the follow- 
ing report: 

“l. it is important and indeed essential to 
the advancement of the cause of temper- 
ance and prohibition in Georgia to have a 
slate Oorgunizer and lecturer. 

‘2. We recommend that the association, 
through its organization committee, here- 
after provided for, appoint and employ 
such organizer, assigning to him the follow- 
ing duties: 

“(@). To travel in each county of the state 
organizing temperance societies or prohi- 
bition. clubs, under such names and ot such 

cter as are best adapted to local needs, 
but all of which are to be in sympathy 
and connection with the Georgia Prohibi- 
tion Association and entitled to’ be repre- 
sented in the convention. 

‘(b). To. deliver lectures and addresses 
wherever practicable—advocating the cause 
of temperance, prohibition and especially 
the State prohibitory law asked for by this 
association, and to circulate petitions for 
the passage of such law. 

‘(¢). To distribute such literature as may 
be approved by the organization commit- 
tec,-and to solicit subscriptions for such 
journal or journals as may be declaredto be 
the organ or organs of the association. 

“(d). To teke up collections and secure 
moncys and subscriptiens, to be turned over 
to the organization committee, and to be 
used by them in promoting the objects of 
this association, and especially in the dis- 
tribution of temperance and prohibition 
literature. 
~ "3. We recommend that the organizer be 
paid a salary, to be fixed by the organiza- 
tion committee, and that the association 
proceed to raise the sum of $1,200 by sub- 
scription from individuals, from temperance 
organizations and from several counties for 
Said purpose, 

‘4. We recommend that so soon as a 
sufficient sum {ts secured o> pledges therefor 
obtained, in the judgment of the organiza- 
tioa committee, such orginizer be secured, 
he to be subject to the direction and control 
of said committee. 

5’. That the committee on .organization 
consist of three membe-}, to be appointed 
by the president.” 

The $1,200 was readily raised, as was pro- 
Vided for in the above report, and the report 
was adopted unanimously. 

The committee appointed on organization 
was; W. H. Brotherton, W. B. Hill, A. A. 
DeLoach. 

The following resolutions were adopted: 
“Resolved 1, That this association pass 
resolutions calling upon all the common 
School teachers of the state to teach tem- 
Perance physiology and hygiene in their 
Schools. 

“Resolved 2, That the legislature be me- 
moriaiized, requesting them to add tem- 
Perance physiology to the course of study 
for the common public schools cf the state,
